CAP.  I. 

An  Act  for  the  better  fupport  of  the  Poor,  In  the  rcfpeftive 
Counties  within  this  Province,  by  laying  an  Impoft  Duty 
on  all  articles  imported  into  this  Province  from  the 
United  States  of  America. 

J/^HEREAS  ly  -in  yifl  of  Parliiitmnt  made  and  pajfed  in  ihe  Twenty- 
Eighth  Tear  of  the  Retort  of  His  prtfett  Majejfy,  entitled.  An  Aa  for 
regttlating  the  Trade  between  the  Suljeat  of  His  Mj.jtflfs  Colonies  and  Plan- 
tatiohs  «ft  North  America  a/!// /«  //j?  Wed  India  \^z.nA^i and  the  Countries  Be- 
longing to  //j^  United  St.ucso/"  America,  and  lettueen  His  Majeflf  s  faid  Sub- 
jeSs  and  the  'Foreign  Ifiands  in  the  Weft  Indies,  certain  Articles  therein  enu- 
merated,'nitty  be  allotved  by  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor  or  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  bv  and 'with  the  Advice  of  His  Majefly's 
Covncil  to  be  imported  into  this  Province  for  a  limited  Titne  from  any  of  the 
'Territories  Mongiv^  to  the  afore/aid  XJiAtcd  Sutes./or  the  fupply  of  the  Inha- 
litatils  of  this  Province,  provided  fuch  Goods  and  Commodities  fo  authorized  to 
be  imported,  Jhall  not  be  imported  e^tfept  by  Britijh  Subjeas  and  in  Briti/h  built 
Shipst  owned  fyHis  Majefty^s  Subjects,  and  navigated  according  to  Laiv  ;  and 
-whereas  it  may  be  expedient  and  necejfary  to  <iuihorixe  the  Im(>ortation  of  manv

I.  Be  it  therefore  enafled,  ly  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Council  and  Affcmhly, 
That  from  and  after  the  publication  hereof,  a  Duty  of  Excife  niail  be  levied, 
paid  and  received  on  all  kind  of  Goods,  Wares  or  Merchandife,  of  what  kind 
or  nature  foeyer  (except  as  herein  after  excepted)  which  flialJ  be  imported  or 
brought  within  the  Province,  from  any  place  or  country  whatfoever,  and 
which  fhall  be  fold  and  expended  or  confumcd  within  the  fame;  which  /aid 
Duty  of  Excife  fhall  be  levied,  paid  and  colleacd  at  the  following  rates, /y^a/ 
is  to  fay  ^  a  Duty  of  Excife  of  Two  Pounds  Ten  Shillings  on  every  One  Hun- 
drcd  Pounds  worth  of  Goods  of  any  kind  asaforcfaid,  which  fliall  be  imported 
for  fale.  and  confumpticJn  as  aforefaid,  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  whatfoever  ; 
and  a  Duty  of  Excife  fhall  be  levied,  paid  and  colledted  at  the  rate  of  Five 
Pounds  on  every  One  Hundred  Pounds  worth  of  Goods  as  aforefaid  which 
fhall  be  imported  as  aforefaid,  for  fa!e  and  confumption  as  aforefaid,  or  which
